Boston produced its worst weather combination 
rain, hail, sleet and snow greet the sixth New Eng- 
land Regional Conference the Child Welfare League 
America, held cooperation with the Boston Par- 
ents’ Council the 12th and 13th April. spite 
the storm, 476 delegates registered; luncheon and 
supper meetings were crowded capacity; two over- 
round tables were required, and one general 
session there was standing room only and very little 
that. 

The Conference demonstrated that two conferences 
with similar interests can effectively combined 
one and that program particular interest one 
field social work can attractive workers other 
branches. Both the Parents’ Council and the Child 
Welfare League America were enriched the joint 
discussion their common problems, they could not 
have been had each held its conference separately. 

Representatives from kindergartens, nursery schools, 
settlements, visiting teachers and family welfare groups 
were present the meetings and took active and 
helpful part the discussions. This widening in- 
terest was due the wisdom with which the program 
was planned treat problems child welfare their 
broader aspects, recognizing that the child must 
considered relation his family, own foster 
the case may be.

When the War broke out and the Red Cross mobil- 
ized workers, most the Children’s Aid Society vol- 
unteers diverted their activities making bandages, 
sewing and knitting and later work the veterans’ 
hospitals. Then came period relaxation for the 
volunteer There was occasional offer 
help and few recruits came and stayed with the job. 

With the onset the depression, the desire make

Mr. Murphy began his report referring Shelby 
Harrison’s discussion the previous day the 
interdependence and interrelationships all elements 
society and stated that the morning’s round tables 
had all emphasized this point. His summary follows: 


“1. The round table rural problems represents 
the first attempt New England rural social workers 
get together group. Two primary problems 
brought out were the lack family case work rural 
sections and the futility the town system adminis- 
tering relief. There are hopeful trends the awaken- 
ing latent neighborliness the countryside and the 
enforcement better standards through federal grants 
which require the use trained workers. Also there 
tendency toward the development units larger than 
the town for welfare purposes. 


The flexibility children’s agencies was brought 
out the second round table. some rural 
ties children’s agencies are doing much needed family 
welfare work. other instances they are helping meet 
relief problems returning children their own homes 
and paying board for them, there. There growing 
feeling the need housekeeper service means 
keeping children their own homes. 

Increasingly social workers are handling situa- 
tions the behavior level, are searching for and trying 
understand the deep motivations. This angle par- 
ticularly stressed the home finder’s work, where re- 
lationships the foster home must understood and 
interpreted before child placed that home. 

Under the guise economy many things are being 
done today, many them the advantage social 
work. was felt the group discussing this question 


that the direct care children must not suffer, but 


that retrenchments must made overhead. 


The school provides very large part child 
welfare program, and the visiting teacher, both social 
worker and school person, very important element 
the situation. The value visiting teachers be- 
coming more generally recognized. the normal 
schools, courses are now being given interpret em- 
bryo teachers the social work point view. Teachers 
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are taking mental hygiene courses, are recognizing the 
their pupils, and are demanding help with 
their problems. There can probably increase 
the number visiting teachers present, but now 
the time for social workers lay the foundations for 
them when better times return.

This Council, made representative 
child welfare experts, has undertaken the task unify- 
ing the interests public and private children’s agen- 
cies throughout the Commonwealth.

The second group includes those similar 
age who have completed the work grammar 
and high schools and are living home. They 
have had somewhat more extensive contacts than 
the first group but they have not had the oppor- 
tunity much more useful. 

The third group somewhat older—the grad- 
uates from our colleges and universities. 
money and energy have been spent their be- 
half; they are ready for the world’s work, but not 
many have become useful. 

Their quest for work fruitless, their energy 
little avail, their enthusiasm waning. How 
are going save their morale for future use- 
fulness and community activity? 

Money that not needed for keeping our 
people alive could spent better advantage 
than provide additional training facilities, use- 
ful work and wholesome recreation for these 
young people, save them for the better day that 
preventive program against the transient life into 
which some have already slipped.

The successful use the volunteer depends not only 
her actual placement, but largely the supervision 
she receives after she once enrolled the agency.

AMERICAN COMMENTS CHILD 
WELFARE EUROPE 
(Editor’s Note: 

Occasionally seems worth while forget the American 
scene temporarily and focus our attention upon what 
happening other parts the world. 

The following excerpts from paper given Julia 
Minor, supervisor, Social Welfare League, Seattle, before 
the Children’s Committee the Seattle Welfare Council, 
would indicate that there are certain common denominators 
the child welfare field regardless geographical dis- 
tribution.) 


One first experiences learning child wel- 
fare Europe was Italy. There found maternity 
centers and milk stations financed the state and 
functioning district plan. There, too, visited 
Florence the oldest foundling hospital existence. 
This hospital was established the 14th century, and 
still housed the same structure, located just back 
the great cathedral. The exterior the building 
shows the influence the church, with its row bam- 
binos around the The interior, which was 
admitted only after having American Association 
Social Workers’ card duly scrutinized, much 
amazement proved most modern all its 
appointments. 

The program, too, would bring blush shame 
some our American institutions still adhering anti- 
quated methods. longer does the cradle stand 
the door receive waifs. Instead, the mothers are 
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formally entered into the hospital only after careful 
investigation staff experienced workers. There 
they are cared for until the birth their babies, and 
there they must remain for period not less than 
seven months that they may nurse their babies 
throughout the entire nursing period. 

During that time careful study made the situa- 
tion, efforts are made establish paternity, and de- 
cision reached regarding future plans. the mother 
can take her baby into her own home, she encouraged 
so, and supervised her efforts adjust again 
society. does not seem best for her take her 
child, left the hospital, where she may visit 
regular intervals. This may continue for three years, 
and the end that time the mother still cannot 
take her child, boarded out supervised foster 
home the country near Florence. 

This boarding care continued until such time the 
mother can take the child, until the child reaches the 
age years. Adoptions are decided upon only 
when has been shown that the mother will never 
able assume any responsibility for her baby. 

This institution richly endowed one, and the 
present time has 5,000 mothers and children under care, 
this including those within the hospital and those being 
sheltered and supervised outside the institution. 

believe this ample evidence that the Italian con- 
cept child welfare includes the rearing children 
normal family homes. 

Austria and Germany had the privilege ob- 
serving and hearing about their very extensive programs 
for children homes shadowed economic 
ciency but otherwise normal. Dr. Julia Vajkai, 
Budapest, ably expressed the Austrian attitude when 
she said:

sence distressing incidents may for time favor- 
able children who have suffered serious injury 
through their family conditions, still should con-

Germany seems straining every nerve pro- 
mote the welfare its children. They have adopted 
plan meant bring about more normal development 
children and more harmonious home life during this 
time stress. Throughout the congested poverty- 
stricken areas the larger cities one finds pre-school 
nurseries where the small children from the homes the 
unemployed are taken for day care. This being done 
because felt that the low morale, the discourage- 
ment the parents, will reflect upon the lives the 
children unless the strain relieved. 

Special emphasis also being placed upon the train- 
ing and guidance the adolescent. felt that the 


dire influence unemployment most keenly 
children this age, and such programs camp life, 
broader secondary educational opportunities and pre. 
vocational training classes are being promoted meet 
their need. 

Along with this goes greater emphasis upon assist. 
ing the family maintaining normal position 
society.
